The polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:4, to which the claimed antibody binds, is 
supported by a specific and substantial utility, in view that the polynucleotide encoding 
SEQ ID NO:4 is not detected in some tissue samples of human lung cancer, as 
compared to normal lung tissue, as shown in the northern blot in Figure 16 and on page 
56, lines 14-1 5 of the specification, and further in view that since the encoding 
polynucleotide is not detected, one would have expected that the encoded polypeptide 
of SEQ ID NO:4 would not be detected.
